United States Flag Lowered, 
Troops Sail Away, and New 
Republic Greets the 
World.

HAVANA, May 20.—Cuba today took her 
place among the free and independent na- 
tions of the earth. 

At 4 o’clock this afternoon the Cuban Con- 
gtess assembled for the first time, and the 
constitution was promulgated. A solemn 
te deum was sung at the cathedral at the 
same hour. 

Tonight there was an elaborate display of 
fireworks and a genera! illumination of the 
city. 

American Flag Is Lowered. 

Precisely at noon the flag of the United 
States was lowered and an instant later the 
guns from the fortress, from the American 
cruisers, and from the foreign warships paid 
the first honors to the Cuban flag. 

Governor General Wood, in behalf of the 
President of the United States, formally 


transferred the government to President 


Palma, and, with the American troops, im- 
mediately embarked and sailed for the Unit- 
ed States. 
Ceremony of the Transfer. 

_ The actual ceremony of the transfer of the 
government to President Palma took place a 
few minutes before noon at the Governor 
General’s palace in the presence of the Cu- 
ban Cabinet, members of the Cuban Con- 
gress, the Judges of the Supreme Court, the 
Governors of the provinces, officers of visit- 
ing warships, and a few invited guests. 

Governor General Wood read the proclama- 
tion prepared by him and a letter from 
President Roosevelt. 


President Palma’s Address. 

The reply made by Sefior Palma, Presi- 
dent of the republic of Cuba, to Governot 
General Wood is as follows: 

J receive in this act the government of 
the Island of Cuba which you transfer to

$689,191.02, which constituted the balance 
in cash to the credit of the nation. 

In all that article V of the constitutional 
appendix be applicable, the government will 
take care to facilitate the execution of the 
work of sanitation planned by the military 
government. The Cuban government will 
also endeavor, as far as possible, and as far 
as depends on it, to comply with the neces- 
sity of sanitation and the observance of the 
system established by the military govern- 
ment of Cuba. - & 

It is understood that the Isle of Pines 
continues de facto under the jurisdiction of 
the government of the republic, pending what 
will be agreed upon between the United 
States and Cuba, and in conformity with 
what is ordered in the Cuban constitution 
and by the law voted by the Congress of the 
United States, passed on March 2, 1901.

President Palma has received other 
gratulatione from the Presidents of Guate- 
mala and Santo Domingo and from the Mex- 
ican House of Representatives. He also re- 
celved several congratulatory messages from 
Spain and hundreds from the United States. 


Scenes at the Ceremony.

With him were Still- 
man Noyes, 14 years old, son of an attorney 
living at Forty-ninth street and Washington 
avenue; Hal Latham, 12 yeare old, and Paul 
Latham, 14 years old, sons of H. H. Latham, 
President of the Latham Machinery com- 
pany, and Hving in the apartments above 
Mr. Dunkley at 4901 Lake avenue.

Mayor Advises the Judiciary 
Committee Not to Mix 
“Good People” and 
“Drunks.” 


HIS LETTER CRITICISED. 


— 
Objection Is Raised to Justice 
Gibbons Getting the Ma- 
jority of the Smoke 
Cases. 


Mayor Harrison has decided that there are 
two classes of law-breakers, the good and 
the bad. The Mayor holds further that the 
good should not be forced to associate with 
the bad when brought to justice. These were 
the views expressed in a letter to the Coun- 
cil Judiciary committee terda y. 

The committee was considering an ordi- 
nance to make the police magistrates earn 
their salaries and hear cases of persons 
charged with violations of the smoke, milk, 
and building ordinances. This would not 
only save the city money, but it would im- 
pair the business of Justice Gibbons 
and a few other Democrats, who get the bulk 
of the city’s cases. 

The letter does credit to the Mayor's 
tender susceptibilities, said Alderman Fore- 
man after it had been read. 


Mayor Points to Precedent. 

In making the distinction between the man 
who violates a city ordinance prohibiting him 
from getting drunk on the streets and the 
man who violates an ordinance prohibiting 
him from selling impure milk the Mayor 
said: 


It has been thought proper in the past to 
make a distinction in the handling of semi- 
criminal cases and cases arising out of al- 
leged violations of certain city ordinances 
such as the smoke ordinance, milk ordinance, 
building ordinance, and ordinances of this 
character. 


ordinance, for example, the only way the 
case can properly be brought before the court 
is to arrest the offender. This mere arrest is 
bad enough in itself. If this arrest receives

SWARMS OF THE WINGED PEST 
HARASS CHICAGOANS. 


Increase the Discomfort Attending the 
Unseasonable Heat and Drive Resi- 
dents Indoors—First Death of the 
Season Due te Warm Weather — 
Three Prisoners in the Bridewell 

Lose Their Reason Because of High 

Today. 


a burden in many parts of Chicago last night, 
increasing the discomfort of the unusual 
weather for the day. -They appeared just 


before dark, and were blown through the 


streets in clouds that resembled dust. 

In Englewood the insects were particular- 

ly numerous, and soon drove people from 
front steps and porches, where they had 
gone to escape the heat of the house, into 
tightly closed rooms. On the sheltered 
sides of buildings the mosquitoes gathered 
in numbers, finding their way inta dwellings 
despite every precaution. 
eThe day’s victims of the weather includ- 
ed one man dead and several prostrated 
by the high temperature. At the Bridewell. 
three prisoners lost their reason and were 
taken to the Detention Hospital. 


Fight Mosquitoes with Smoke. 

The mosquitoes were go bad in Englewood 
that in several instances wood fires were 
started in the streets in a vain effort to drive 
the small pests away. At first the police- 
men frowned on the plan, but soon were glad 
to take refuge in the smoke. In a numberof 
instances people who wearied of the prospect . 
of spending a warm evening indoors lighted 
incense sticks on the front porch of their 
dwellings and thus secured partial immunity 
from the troublesome insects. 

While the far South Side was fighting and 
complaining of the myriads of winged pests, 
residents in other parts of the city were doing 
likewise. To the Englewood people it seemed 
that the entire city’s summer stock of mos- 
quitoes was unloaded on them, but there 
were nearly as dense swarms along the north 
and south lake shore and in other residence 
districts where the streets are lined with 
trees. 

Where the Insects came from was a matter 
of dispute. In Englewood the Kankakee 
was blamed, while on the North Side the 
sandy lake shore was he'd accountable. 
thought the hot weather following two humid 
days was the cause of the visitation. 


7 Fatality Due to Heat. 

The man killed by the heat was Peter Had- 
dle, who lived at Oakley avenue and Bight- 
eenth street. Haddie was employed by the 
Edward Hines Lumber company at Wood 
street and Blue Island avenue. He was pros- 
trated during the afternoon and died soon 
after at the County Hospital.

The first blow against the big packing~ 
houses charged with maintaining a meat 
trust was struck in the United States Cire 
cuit Court yesterday afternoon. 

Judge Peter 8. Grosscup, after a bear- 
ing, granted the motion of the United States 
for a temporary injunction restraining the 
defendant packers m further operations 
under the alleged illegal agreements in re- 
straint of trade and commerce ’’ complained 
of in the bill for an injunction. 

There was no resistance on the part of the 

“defendants to the granting of the motion, 


* 


John 8. Miller, as their general counsel, 


consented to the entering of the order as 
prayed by the government. At the same 
time Mr. Miller stated the position the 
packers would take in the case. In effect the 
statement amounts to a denial of the al- 


legations of the government and a demand 


for a full and complete hearing of the case 
later, in accordance with the practice of the 
United States courts. 


Charges in Meredith Affidavit. 

Evidence which is expected to play a prom - 
inent part in the prosécution of the cages 
was disclosed in the affidavit of D. W. Mere- 
dith, a former employé of Armour & Co. and 
Swift & Co. Meredith gives the details of 
alleged meetings of the packers’ Eastern 
agents to regulate prices, apportion terri- 
tcry, and take other steps to prevent un- 
profitable competition. Mr. Meredith charges 
that, to force up prices, the shipment of cat- 
tle to the East was checked at different 
times. The former employé also gives the 
details of the alleged “ Diaeklist” maine 
tained by the packers, and declares that 
when a company was fined for violation of. 
agreement that the employé at fault waa.

Says They Are Not Guilty... . 
In consenting to the granting of the te 
ants specifically stated that in view of 
fact the defendants denied all the ch 
against them they could not be harmed by 
an order intended to prevent operations 
of which they had not been guilty and which 
they did not contemplate. 

Thereupon, after an argument between the 
opposing. counsel over the wording ot th 
restraining order, Judge Grosscup himselg 
dictated an order acceptable to all and it 
was entered of record in the court. 

The temporary injunction is new in tuft 
force and effect. ‘ 

In case of a violation of any of the terms 
of the order the defendants would be sud 
ject te contempt proceedings, punishable by 
a fine or by imprisonment or both in the 
discretion of the court. 


Have Plenty of Time. 

In the regular course of practice in the Cim 
cult Court the defendants have until July 7 
to enter their appearance and until Aug, 4tp 
file an answer, demurrer, or plea. Uniese the 
defend should move a dissolution of the re- 
straining order no developments are expected 
in the case until that time. : 

That the defendants will seek to interpose 
a legal defense to the government’s suit is 
regarded as assured as a result of the pre- 
Uminary hearing.

~ Scarcity of Cattle. 


“Tt happens that there is now in the 
United States a great scarcity of marketa- 
ble beef cattle, and the cost of the necessary 
feeding of such cattle by which they are 
made ft for market ie unusually high. As a 
natural result of these facts the price of 
cattle and the price of beef are correspond 
ingly hi People unfamiliar with the con- 


' @tions and causes may be led to believe that

edge of the facta will dispel any such idea. 
The relative prevailing pricee of dressed

Agrees to Temporary Writ.

sumers. Thepackers, for example, can meet. 
of course, but they must not meet for the 
purpose of carrying out that conspiracy, af- 
fecting prices arbitrarily. 

Mr. Day-—The allegation is, if the court 
please, that they shall not agree to establish 
and maintain uniform prices. It is the com- 
bination that is sought to be prevented. It is 
what they do im combination; it is not what 
they do separately, We want them to act 
separately, but not in combination. 

The Court—Anything more that the repre- 
sentatives of either party wish to say?

The Sherman act, anti-trust act so-called 
confers. upon the Circuit Court, at the in- 
stance of the government, the power to 
enjoin the performance of any contract or 


the execution of any combination: 
or conspiracy in restraint or com- 
merece among the several States or 


foreign nations. The gist of the unlawful 
thing to be restrained is the restraint of 
trade or commerce. A combination be- 
tween two or more is necessary to bring 
them within the meaning of the law, be- 
cause one person may do what he pleases, 
within the general rights of trade, to either 
monopolise the trade or drive out others, 
or, whatever way may be adopted, acquire 
it for himaelf, but two or more persons shall 
n to unite for the restraint 


Two Ways to Restrain Trade. 


I suppose in the business in which these 
defendants are engaged the two principal 
ways to restrain trade would be, first, to re- 
duce the price at which they buy from the 
farmer and increase the price at which they 


sell to the consumer. Any device entered into 


by two or more of them that will have either 
of those elements is in violation of the stat- 
ute. Any device that would have the effect of 
neither of these two things it would be diffi- 
cult to see would be in violation of the stat- 
ute. These methods that are pointed out in 
the bill and are set out in the deoree that has 
been sought are only details of what can be 
comprehended after all in the simple expres- 
sion, ‘restraint of trade.’ If either of these 
methods adopted such as the agreement not 
to bid against each other at the Stock-Yards 
when the stock is offered for sale, or the 
agreement to maintain prices when it goes 
into the hands of the selling agent, or the 
agreement to maintain cartage charges, in 


the end makes for the restraint of trade. 


My objection to the order presented 1s 
that it lays too much emphasis upon the de- 
tails and not enough emphasis upon the 
simple fact, the gist of the whole procedure.

SECRETS TOLD IN AFFIDAVIT. 


— 
Daniel W, Meredith, Long with Armour 
and Swift, Describes Way of 
Doing Business, 


The principal affidavit filed by Attorney 
Bethea was that of Daniel W. Meredith of 
New York. Mr. Meredith was in the employ 
of Armour & Co. at Milwaukee and Phila- 
delphia for six years. For the last three 
years, until March 4 last, he worked for 
Swift & Co. in the Bast. 

In hig affidavit Mr. Méredith declares that 
when he first went to work for Armour & 
Co. there was open and keen competition 
between all the great packing-houses and 
each endeavored to secure all the business 
it could until 1893. . : 

During the time he was manager of Swift 
& Co.'s Philadelphia house he declares that 
George J. Edwards, general manager of 
Switt & Co, in New York and continguous 
territory, and C, C. Gilbraith, general man- 
ager for Armour & Co.; J. A. Howard, gen- 
eral manager for Schwarzschild & Sulzg- 
berger; L. M. Christian, general manager 
of the Cudahy Packing company, and G. H. 
Wheeler, general manager of Nelson Morris 
& Co., were accustomed to meet once a 
week in New York for the purpose of en- 
deavoring to reconcile the differences be- 
tween the companies defendant regarding 
the violation of the alleged agreements, and 
to consider prices for the ensuing week. 
When the necessities of the trade required 
it, Mr. Meredith says, they would agree to 
curtail the shipments of meats from Chicago 
and other points to New York, 

Their design and purpose being to limit 
the quantity of meats in sight at New York 
and adjacent points,“ states the affidavit, 
to thereby uce the effects on the minds 
of retail dealers of a scarcity of meats in 
order more easily to exact from such retail 
dealers the higher prices which they were 
about to impose, such shipment were, as the 
result of such conferences and agreements, 
eurtailed acecordingly.”’ 

At such meetings the general managers 
would produce letters or telegrams from the 
head office of the concern which each repre- 
sented, quoting the prices for meats and 
“margins that had been agreed upon in 
Ohieago, Mr. Meredith charges, and they 
would agree to enforce such prices in New 
York. 


Prices Fixed by Majority Vote. 


Continuing, the affidavit states; : 

In some instances it would be proposed to 
advance the price om cattle. At times there 
would be opposition from some of the general 
managers, but frequently such protests 
would be overruled by the majority, and the 
raise in price would be made accordingly. 

“In weekly meetings of the branch man- 
agers the 7 manager, George J. Ed- 
wards, would state that the different Western 
houses had agreed te sel] during the ensuing 
week no prime cattle under a given price, 
and no ‘ good’ cattle under a given price, and 
no medium * cattle under a given price. Ed- 
wards would then instruct all branch man- 
agers present that they should do likewise. 

* Again, 


he would state that it had been 
agreed in the West and they had been advised 
that all branches of the different Western 
houses in the New York territogy would have 
reduced shipments the coming week. 


“ Squeesing to the Limit. 


„At such meetings of branch managers 
instances have occurred where an experi- 
enced branch manager has stated that it was 
impossible to work prices higher,’ ar the 
market refused to stand further eye? 
or that ‘the market is paying all it will 
stand, and ‘the trade will not stand 
further pounding.’ When Edwards would 
reply that it had been decided in the meet- 
ing of the general managers earlier in the 
morning ‘to work prices higher, and to 
withhold the unloading of the refrigerator 
cars that were then on the tracks, or werein 
transit, and that the general managers had 
wired Chicago to ‘ cut out shipments’ until 
stocks on hand were reduced. 

And I have seen telegrams from Swift & 
Co. quoting prices and ‘margins’ agreed 
upon, with the threat if any loca! manager 
violated any instructions to release him. 

“ Defendants also divided certain territory 
in the Bast so as not to compete with each 
other; for example, the number of branch 
houses that theee defendants would erect 
in a town was in some instances determined 
by the populetion. Fer instance, in some of 
the smaller towns where one of the defend- 
ants had already established a branch house 
the others would abstain, as the result of a 
prearranged agreemem. In other Instances 
certain territory would by agreement be set 
apart to one or more ef said defendants.” 
On the subject of the “ black ust Mr. 


the Fear Armour & Co, At 


mour Packing company, Swift & Co., Cud- 
ahy Packing company, Nelson Morris & Co., 
and Schwarzschild & Sulzberger entered in- 
to an agreement, and subsequently enforced 
the same, in which they stipulated and bound 
themselves to a uniform practice in regard to 
the terms an which they should sel) their 
products to the retall dealers, which agree- 
ment provided for blacklisting any dealers 
who did not conform to the terms of the 
agreement, and also provided money penal 
ties for a violation by either of the defend- 
ants of the a ent.“ 

Prior to the putting of the agreement 
into operation,“ continues the affidavit, “ the 
parties to it had from time to time agreed 
upon and endeavored to maintain ‘uniform 
prices, but by reason of the zeal of local man- 
agers to make sales, and for other reasons. 
these agreements would be deviated from, 
and open competition, with resulting breaks 
in prices, would follow. After said agree- 
‘ment went into effect, however, it became an 
effective instrument whereby the uniform 
prices were generally maintained. 

“In pursuance of section 6 of said agree- 
nfent, the representatives of the different con- 
cerns met at the arbitrator's office, in the St. 
James Building, Twenty-sixth street and 
Broadway, New York, and reported such of 
their customers as were in arrears. There- 
upon a Ust was made up, called a ‘ black- 
list,” and delivered weekly to each of the 
managers, and so long as a dealer remained 
in arrears in his payments no credit would be 
extended to him by either of the concerns. 


Agreement to Charge Cartage. 

“ About the time this agreement was put 
into operation the managers drew up another 
known as a ‘ cartage agreement,’ which pro- 
vided, among other nes, a uniform sched- 
ule of charges for the delivery to retailers 
of fresh meat products. Prior to the tak- 
ing effect of this agreement, when competi- 
tion was open, no such charges had ever been 
imposed.” 

Further on in his affidavit Mr. Meredith 
says: 

That generally when an employé of any 
of the defendants violated any of the pro- 
visions of the agreements the defendant by 
whom he was employed would be required 
to pay the fine imposed. But the defendant 
against whom such fines would be imposed 
invariably recouped by charging the fine 
back against the employé, who would be 
required to pay the same on penalty of dis- 
missal. If dismissed he would be black 
listed by all the defendants, and none of 
them would again employ him until such 
ban should be removed.“ 


Fine of $1,000 for Violation. 

The most important of the other nineteen 
affidavits is that of Wildam C. Rider, em- 
ployed in 1888 and 1889 by the Fairbanks 
Canning company, a concern controlled by 
Nelson Morris & Co. He states that as as- 
sistant manager he transcribed an agreement 
between Nelson Morris & Co., Armeur & Co., 
and Swift & Co, providing for a weekly meet- 
ing to adopt prices for their products and for 
the appointment of an arbitrator. He al- 
leges that the agreement extended to and 
in numerous central States and that it pro- 
vided for a fine of $1,000 for any violation of 
the agreement. The contract, he declares, 
was enforced by the firms and also by verbal 
a ment observed by Libby, McNeill & 

bby, the G. H. Hammond Packing com- 
pany, the Anglo-American Packing and Pro- 
vision company, and one or two other com- 
panies. 

Ralph D. Paine of New York makes affi- 
davit that he received the copy of the Cud- 
ahy Packing company's code book from an 
employé of Armour & Co. Charles E. Hol- 
land, formerly employed by Nelson Morris 
& Co., states that he handled correspondence 
between the packers made defendants fix- 
ing prices of their products in different cities. 


Conditions in Other Cities. 

. Lemon Hoover, Charles A. Daly, John 
B. Schroth, James A. Hoffman, and Charles 
C. Carroll of Washington, D. C., make af- 
fidavit to the conditions existing in that 
city. They state that weekly meetings are 
held to fix prices, establish credits, and pass 
on the blacklists, They allege that prices 
quoted by the various packers rise and fall 
as if made by one concern. 

Arthur B. Adams, Charles H. Bruiner, 
Frank M. Slack, William A. Brice, and 
Isaac Greenwald of Baltimore make sub- 
stantially the same kind of affidavits. 

John H. Durbin and Henry Gebhard of 
Denver set forth the same conditions in 
Denver. 


Samuel L. Kern, formerly employed by 


the Cudahy Packing company swears the 
letter press book furnished the government 
is genuine.

Cuban Flag Is Raised. 

The necessary documents were signed by 
President Palma, and then came the event 
for which the scores of thousands of Cubans 
had assembled before the palace-the 
raising of the flag, announcing the birth of 
the Cuban republic. 

Hardly had President Palma attached his 
signature to the documents of transfer than 
General Wood and General Gomez ascend- 
ed to the roof of the palace. They met with 
a great welcome. 


Wood Lowers Stars and Stripes. 

General Wood, himself, undid the halliards 
from the flagstaff and lowered the American 
colors. As they fluttered down the cavalry 
below saluted their flag, and; like an echo of 
the cheers that arose, came the distant boom 
of one of the great guns of Cabanas Fortress, 
across the bay. 

It was followed by another, and another, in 
rhythmic succession, until forty-five shots 
had. been fired, one for each State in the 
union. As the first gun spoke the flags on 
Morro Castle and those on the Santa Clara 
and Punta Fortresses were lowered. The 
jurisdiction of the United States had ended. 

In the meantime a Cuban flag had been 
bent on the halliards of the palace flagstaff 
and by his own hand General Wood raised it 
as an act of the United States, General 
Gomez assisting him. 


Cubans Cheer Their Flag. 


As the flag flew free the streets below fair- 
ly waved with the cheer that arose. It was 
caught up by the people on the roofs and 
rolled over the city. Again the cavalry be- 
low saluted, and again the guns of Cabanas 
spoke, this time with a national salute of 
' twenty-one guns. The bands stationed on 
the plaza at Cabanas and at Malecon took 
up.the Cuban national air, and the revenue 
cutters and battelships in the harbor thun- 
dered their strength of war. The foreign 
warships hoisted the flag of Cuba to their 
mastheads and bestowed upon it the honors 
due to nations. The ensigns of Great Brit- 
ain and Italy had recognized the republic. 

The demonstration was still in progress 
when the cavalry wheeled and marched to 
the wharf, -where they immediately em- 
barked on the Morro Castle. 


American Troops Sail Away. 


General Wood and his Adjutant General, 
Colonel Scott, with two aids, after a last 
exchange of good wishes, were driven to 
the pier, where they entered a launch and 
were flicked away to the Brooklyn. Both 
ships got under way as soon as possible and 
‘steamed out of the harbor. 

The man at the taffrail of the Brooklyn 
was kept busy dipping the flag in answer 
to the salutes of the thousands upon the 
water front who watched the departure. 

A large flotilla of various water craft 
escorted the Brooklyn to sea. ‘ 

Earlier in the day a delegation from the 
Central Veterans’ club presented General 
Wood with a handsome machete, having a 
beautiful engraved hilt. It has the Cuban 
coat of arms and a single gold star on one 
side and the General's initials on the other 
in gold. : 

While this was occurring in Havana a sim- 
ilar scene was being enacted at Santiago, 
where General Whitside at noon turned over 
the authority to his Cuban successor and 
sailed away with two troops of the Eighth 
Cavalry. Only eight batteries of American 
artillery remained on Cuban soil. A chapter 
of American history was ended, and the 


public was begun. 


‘Natal Day Festivities. 

The Cubans gave up the entire day to the 
natal day festivities. The decorations were 
universal. In some cases men had worked 
all night, by the light of torches, to com- 
plete elaborate designs. There was not a 
residence, pretentious or humble, that did 
not bear upon its quaint facade some emblem 
in honor of the event. 

The many arches erected at the entrances 
of plazas by political societies, fraternal 
clubs, residents of various civil divisions of 
the city, and business organizations had an 
air of real grandeur. The scaffolding was 
covered with canvas painted in imitation of 
marble, and from a distance the fllusion was 


complete. 


Streets Canopied with Bunting. 

Bunting spread on Venetian masts canopied 
the deep, narrow streets from the rays of the 
sun. Beneath these canopies the Cuban col- 
ors and palms graced the open doorways, 
through which glimpses could be caught of 
luxuriant gardens, in cool, inner courts: 
Many of the balconies jutting from the 
white-walled buildings were adorned with 

Nature seemed in harmony with the spirit 
of the festivities. The parks were literally 
afiame with tropical] flowers, and the vaulted 
sky above might have been chiseled out of 
turquoise. Above every red tiled roof rose 
a Cuban flag. The whole city seemed sud- 
denly buried beneath a forest of waving 
banners.

Ships in Harbor Dressed. 


The United States armored cruiser Brook- 
lyn; which was to take General Wood away, 
and the steamer Morro Castle of the Ward 
line, on which the troops were to embark, as 
well as the foreign warships which had been 
sent by their governments to be present at 
the birth of the new republic, were dressed 
with streams of signal flags, fore and 
aft, man-of-war fashion. The American col- 
ors, which were to be hauled down ina few 
hours. still floated above the grim walls of 
the fortresses which guard the entrance of 
the harbor. Not another bit of color showed 
upon them. 8 

The early morning was cool and delightful, 
and the entire population, reinforced by 
thousands of visitors, was abroad soon after 
daylight. All was animation and expect- 
ancy. The streets were swarming with peo- 
ple, and were filled with a ceaseless din. 
The babble of voices was drowned by the 
sharp cries of drivers and the clamor of 
warning bells. As the coachmen drove their 
carriages over the stony pavements pedes- 
trians had a busy time keeping out of the 
way of the wheels. There are 4,000 public 
carriages in Havana, and this morning each 
one of them seemed racing somewhere on a 
life or death mission. 


New Statue of Freedom. 


Much curiosity was aroused by the statue 
of Freedom, which had been raised during 
the night in Central Park, upon the pedestal 
where, for centuries, a statue of Queen 
Isabella had stood. During the morning «4 
bountiful breakfast was given to several 
thousand poor children by Mr. Paine of 
Boston, who has passed the winter in 
Havana for many years. 

As the day advanced the heat of the sun 
became intense and the weather grew hotter 
every minute. Hot air from the hot streets 
quivered in the hot sky, until the whole 
landscape wavered. 


Scenes at the Palace a 


The palace, where the principal event of 
the day took place, is an imposing stone 
structure, the upper stories of its front 
being built over a stone collinade, giving 
it a fine architectural effect. For centuries 
it was the residence of the Captains Gen- 
eral of Spain. Since the American occu- 


‘pation it has been the official headquarters 


of the military governor. It fronts a beau- 
tiful park, the Place de Armas, with its 
stately royal palms and species of banyan 
trees, called “laures of India.“ In the 
center is a fine marble statue of Ferdinand 
VII. 

Through the center of the palace an arcb- 
way leads, as in all Spanish palaces, to the 
pation, or court, where a statue of Colum- 
bus rises from a mass of palms and flower- 
ing plants. On either side of the entrance 
marble stairways ascend to the audience 
room, which opens through balconied win- 
dows upon the plaza. 

In the Audience-Room. 

In this chamber the actual transfer oc- 
curred, It is an imposing room, oblong, with 
a lofty ceiling and marbie floor. It formed a 
fine setting for the historit occasion. The 
chamber was today exactly ‘as it was when 
the Spaniards departed, except that 
portraits of the Captain Generals w 
hung up on ite walls are gone, They were 


taken back to Spain, but coats-of-arms of 
Spain, with their royal quarterings, still 
hang above the windows, which are screened 
by the same scarlet curtains that were hang- 
ing during the Spanish régime. The decora- 
tions, white and gold, with the superb mir- 
rors, have also been preserved, just as they 
were left by the Spaniards. The chair, with 
a gold crown above its back, which was re- 
served for the Spanish monarch himself, 
was visible in an adjoining apartment.

Dense Clouds Miles High. 


Dense masses of black smoke were tower-~ 
ing for several miles above the volcane, 
while streams of lava were pouring into 
the sea, causing steam to rise in great vol- 
umes until the atmosphere looked as though 


their pulses, for they were to see the beloved 
five barred and single starred flag which 
Cespedes first threw to the breeze in 1868, 
at the opening of the ten years’ war, raised 
by the act of the United States above the 
palace. 

This thing which was to happen had been 
the dream of their lives, and of their an- 
cestors for generations. Their parents, 
brothers, and friends had gone to their 
deaths to accomplish it. No strange wonder 
then that hours before the time set they 
began flocking here from all quarters of the 
city. Many were already before the palace 
with the rising sun, and some even slept in 
the park, to be certain not to miss this sight. 


Street; Packed with People. 


A portion of the plaza was kept clear by 
the police. The remainder was packed with 
people, so thick that the ground seemed 
alive. Soon all the side streets, running 
into the plaza were choked into a solid mass 
of humanity, and every door and window 
fronting the square was walled in with 
faces, white and black. Then crowds sought 
the roofs, overflowing every building that 
commanded a view of the flagstaff on the 
palace. As far as the eye could see, the 
roof lines were fringed with human freight. 
It was a sight to live forever in memory. 

Drawn up below, in the open space of the 
plaza, were eight dismounted troeps of the 
Seventh United States Cavalry, with sabers 
at their heels. Their horses were already on 
board the steamer, which was to take them 
back to the United States. ; 

Shortly before 11:30 a. m. those who were 
to witness the ceremony began to Arrive in 
carriages, through a street kept clear by 
the police. All the naval officers were ar- 
rayed in full uniform, resplendent in gold 
braid and plumed chapeaux. The Cubans, 
generally, wore black frock suits; white 
waistcoats, and silk hats. They formed a 
distinguished looking assemblage as they 
gathered in the audience chamber. Then 
followed the ceremony of transfer already 
described. 


Scenes at Morro Castle. 


Morro Castle was.crowded with patriotic 
Cubans whose life ambition had been to see 
their flag float singly and alone from the 
tower which so long before held aloft the 
Rag of Spain. Governor Emilio Nunez of 
Havana Province, as President of the Cuban 
Veterans and a committee of that organi- 
gation, arrived at Morro at 10:30 o'clock 
this morning with the Cuban flag, which had 
been purchased by popular subscription, and 
which was to be used in the ceremonies, 
although a flag had been provided by the 


United States authorities.

Nunez, Lieutenant E. A. Stuart of the 
United States Artillery Corps, with a non- 
commissioned officer and two men, arrived 
for the purpose of lowering the American 
flag and to represent the United States in 
the ceremonies at the conclusion of the 
national salute. 

Simultaneously with the fall of the flag on 
the palace where the inauguration ceremo- 
nies were in progress, the American flag 
over Morro was lowered in token of our 
nation’s good faith and honor. 


Thousands of People Wait. 


The opposite side of the bay was crowded 
to the water’s edge with a mass of people, 
who seemed to shout with one voice. The 
bay resounded with Viva Estados Unidos,” 
“Viva Cuba Libre.“ From the housetops 
crowds of enthusiastic Cubans waved small 
flags of the new republic, as if impatient to 
see it float, and all over the bay small sailing 
vessels and tugs carried a mass of people 
shouting and screaming vivas. 

As the Stars and Stripes came down a score 
of wildly enthusiastic men took hold of the 
rope that was to raise the Cuban standard 
aloft, and hardly had Sefjor Mir, chief of the 
signal station on Morro Castle, made it fast 
hen Governor Nunez pulled on the rope 
that raised the flag, which seemed more than 
anything else to say to Cuban people that 
the Cuban republic lived.

PALMA CABLES A GREETING. 


Executive of the New Republic Testi- 
fies to Gratitude of the People of 
Cuba to the United States.

President Roosevelt also has received the 
following cablegram from President Loubet 
of France, dated at Kronstad, today: 

At the time when the Cuban republic 
is proclaimed under the mighty egis of the 
United States of America I make it my 
duty to offer to your Excellency my sincere 
felicitations and to send you the wishes 
that I form for the prosperity of the young 
republic. EmMIL LOUBET."’ 

Secretary Root sent the following con- 
gratulatory telegram to President Palma: 

President of the Republic of Cuba: Be- 
lieve in my heartfelt congratulation upon the 
inauguration of the republic which the peo- 
ple of Cuba and the people of the United 
States have fought and labored together to 
establish. With confidence in your unselfish 
patriotism and courage, and in the substan- 
tial civic virtues of your people, I bid you 
godspeed, and on this happy day wish for 
Cuba for all time liberty and order, peace 
and prosperity.” 

Secretary Hay today sent a dispatch by 
cable to every capital where there is resi- 
dent either an Ambassador or Minister for 
the United States of an identic note in- 
forming our representatives that the mili- 
tary occupation of the Island of Cuba by 
the United States has this day ceased, and 
that an independent government, repub- 
lican in form, has been inaugurated there 
under the Presidency of Thomas Estrada 
Palma.

If there is one quality more than another 
which distinguishes Congressman Hopkins 
it is his sanguine disposition. When he 
informs the President and other Repub- 
licans in Washington that Lllinoie will be 
carried by the party by 70,000 or 100,000 
majority he is taking counsel of his hopea.

ditions, be mighty well satisfied with 25,000, 
20,000, or any majority whatever in Illinois 
next November. The sooner they make up 
their minds the fight is to be close and 
critical, and that every energy must be 
put forth and no efforts spared to elect 
the ticket, the better it Will be for them and 
all concerned. 

What good citizens should hope for is

SELLING CITY REAL BSTATE. 

The Council passed night before last an 
ordinance disposing of the rights of the city 
in parts of two streets for $15,000. This is 
three times as much as the committee which 
had the matter in charge was inclined to ask. 
‘Probably it would not have asked for more 
than $5,000 had it not been for the persistent 
nagging of Alderman Minwegen, who hed a 
correct idea of the actual value of the land. 
On this occasion the Alderman earned his 
salary several times over. 

The precedent made in this case of exact- 
‘ing a fair price for city property is one that 
should be adhered to wherever possible. It 
often happens that an alley ora part of an 
alley or a street loses, its value to the pub- 
lic, but has a special value for private uses. 
It has been the almost invariable custom of 
the city to sell the bits of land which were 
of no use to it for a mere trifie. There are 
cases where it has not sold them at all, but 
has allowed private parties to occupy them 
for years without compensation. When the 
city is disposing of unnecessary real estate 
it should not hesitate to demand for it—no 
matter how worthless it may be for munici- 
pal purposes—all the prospective buyer can 
be induced to give. As a rule men do not 
hesitate to drive hard bargains with the city- 
in buying and in selling. It is quite in ac 
cordance with business rules that the city 
should be a hard bargainer also when it gets 
an opportunity, which is not often. 

The city will seldom be a loser when it 
holde on to real estate, whether it be an 
alley or a block for which it cannot get a 
fair price. It will lose the taxes on the 
property, but in most instances the rise in 
value will more.than make amends for the 
loss. 


THE SECOND REVOLT. 

The autocratic rule of the Republican 
leaders in the House is threatened. Last 
month the beet sugar Republicans united 
with the Democrats to overrule the leaders 
in the matter of Cuban reciprocity. Day 
before yesterday the leaders met with an- 
other rebuff. The Committee on Naval 
Affairs had reluctantly agreed to provide 
for the building in a government navy yard 
of one of the six vessels the construction 
of which is to be authorized. An amend- 
ment to direct the building of three ships 
instead of one in government yards was 
carried by the votes of Democrats and re- 
bellious Republicans. The chairman of the 
Committee of the Whole ruled that the 
amendment was not germane, but the 
House reversed his ruling, as it did the 
ruling that the amendment offered by the 
beet sugar men to the Cuban reciprocity 
bill was not germane. 

Party discipline is in danger, and the 
“ruling power” in the House is alarmed 
by repeated and successful insurrections. 
The example may be contagious and the 
baton of Command be wrested from the 
hands that have held it so long. To main- 
tain authority mutineers in the army or 
navy, in Congress, or in à political or- 
ganization must be discipfined, but the 
mutineers in the House have not been pun- 
ished, and it may be impossible to punish 
them. 

In the two instances of insurrection the 
Republican insurgents have been on the 
wrong side. They were altogether in the 
wrong when they endeavored to. defeat 
reciprocity with Cuba. It costs so much 
more to build a vessel in a governmept 
than in a private yard that if “ organized 
labor had not demanded the extravagance 
of government construction the House would 
not have consented to it. . 

The Republican legislative autocrats are 
themselves largely to blame for the two 
successful revolts which have so shaken 
their authority. They have ruled with 
too heavy a hand. They have never 
flavored their dictation with a spice of con- 
elllation. They have provoked mutiny by 
their too rigid discipline and by their as- 
sumption that wisdom dwelt with them 
alone. The Republican party in the House 
should have discipline, but not the dis- 
cipline of the drill master. It should have 
leaders, but not bosses. 2 

Probably it is not too late for the “ old 
heads” to retain the control to which their 
experience and ability entitle them.. But 
they can retain it only by experiencing a 
change of heart. It will be necessary for 
them to be more sua ve in their methods, to 
show greater respect for the rights of young · 
et men, and to admit that counsel is some- 
times worth taking from all elements of 
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of methods the mutineers may get posses- 
Mon of the ship—and perhaps scuttle it. 
A CANNY scoTCHMAN. 

It bas been chafged that the Scotch are 

entirely destitute of humor and it has been 
asserted that one cannot get a joke into a 
Scotchman's head without a surgical opera- 
tion. A Scotehman, however, recently 
‘wrote a letter to Mr. Labouchere, editor of 
London Truth, in which he made a sugges- 
tion that should be sufficient to disprove the 
charge in his case in any event. 
The correspondent sets forth that the 
ruling family in Great Britain was chosen 
simply as a matter of expediency by the Par- 
Hament, having neither primogeniture nor 
ability to recommend it, the only conditions 
of succession being the royal lime and the 
Protestant religion, This being the- casé, 
he suggests that the family can be set aside 
at any time, and that now is the time to do it, 
because a successor can be named who is a 
Protestant and of the royal line, and who, 
if Parliament should elect him King, would 
give satisfaction to Scotland, Ireland, south 
Africa, many persons in England, and most 
of the people of the United States. 

The Scotch writer's candidate ie President 
Kruger of the Transvaal. He shows that 
there is no question of Kruger’s descent 
from Rob Roy. Rob Roy, on his mother’s 
side, was descended from the Campbells, his 
great-grandfather being Sir Duncan Camp- 
bell of Glenorchy, known as Duncan of the 
Cowl.

As the chances for his election by 
Parliament, even if the opportunity were 
offered, would be desperate, in spite of the 
enthusiasm with which the Irish contingent 

nd Mr. Labouchere himself would work 
for him, it may be inferred that this par- 
ticular Scotchman is not in earnest, but has a 
broad, far-reaching sense of humor, 
“TAMMANY OR WHAT?” 

Under this title the New York Times pub- 
lisHes an article which analyzes well New 
York City politics, By implication, though 
not by avowal, fusion tickets are admitted 
to be temporary expedients. It is admitted 
that as things are control will usually be 
vested either in Tammany or in Platt. It 
is explained that the strength of Tammany 
depends on the allegiance of respectable 
Democrats, men who are opposed on prin- 
ciple to Republicanism and who believe 
Tammany a lesser evil. But these Demo- 
crats become periodically disgusted with 
the corruption of the Democratic organi- 


fixing their allegiance, the Shepard-Nixon 
experiment of reforming Tammany from the 
inside was tried. It failed. 

The Times answers its own question by 
suggesting a respectable Democratic organ- 
ization. Its argument is that Tammany is 
so fundamentally bad that it cannot be re- 
formed, but that some Democratic organi- 
zation is necessary. Would it not be easier 
to reform Tammany than to kill it and erect 
a good new machine on its ruins? The first 
experiment has failed. But it was only a 
few months old. Mr. Nixon may have 
lacked political ability and political patience. 
It is no reproach to him that he failed to 
wash out the accumulated filth of stables 
in one sweeping. Such a task calls for a 
new Hercules. Perhaps a political Her- 
cules of the Tammany breed is fitting him- 
self for it. Mr. Nixon was the wrong man, 
that is all. 

Tammany will never reform for the love 
of virtue. It will only do so for the sake of 
self-preservation. Should the opposition to 
Tammany, be it Republican, Fusion, Social- 
ist, Populist—in fact, anything but Atheist 
or Anarchist—run clean and able men for 
offices, and should New-Yorkers remember 
the lesson that they seem already to have 
learned, and vote such candidates in, and 
should the persons elected after being sworn 
in not fly off at a tangent, but interpret the 
laws in a calm and unperturbed spirit, Tam- 
many will be forced in self-defense to run 
good men and to be decent. The saving fact 
of the situation is that New York voters real- 
ize that it doesn’t much matter what theories 
a fellow holds on national issues so long as 
he is an honest, public-spirited, and sensible 
man fitted to deal with strictly business ques- 
tions in the government of a municipal cor- 
poration. Incidéntally it would be well for 
voters of Chicago and of Cook County to 
come to a like conclusion. 


AP IN TIMES OF PERIL. 

The hypnotic effect of danger has often 
been remarked upon. It is again brought 
to mind by the extracts published in yes- 
terday’s papers from letters written to 
friends and relatives by the people of Mar- 
tinique a few days previous to the horrible 
event which terminated their lives. Even 
at the time when the letters were written 
there were hints of the impending calamity, 
Hints, though, is too mild a word. There 
were signs, wonders, and portents. The 
voleano had been in a state of incipient 
eruption. The town was covered with a. 
bluish gray, sulphurous ash-powder. The 
air was full of noise and fire. Unless Mont 
Pelee had actually spoken with a Voice no 
intimation could have been plainer, 

People from a distance would naturally 
expect that under such circumstances there 
would have been a general flight. One 
would not have been surprised to learn that 
the inhabitants had pushed aff from the is- 
land on rafts and logs rather than continue 
to lie on the lif of a volcano whose mouth 
seemed to be watering. Yet there wus 
no pushing off on rafts and logs. There 
was hardly any attempt to escape in any 
way. There was the true Pompeian spirit. 
There was a little apprehension, There 
wae no alarm that led to action. The rab- 
bit with the eyes of the cobra fixed upon 
it could not have been more quiescent. The 
people were not exactly paralyzed with 
fear. Paralysis was not their trouble. They 
were not rendered incapable of action by 
their sense of danger. Neither were they 
driven wild with fear. They were not dis- 
tracted. Their feeling seems to have been 
rather one of fatalistic resignation, some- 
times one almost of hysterical nonchalance. 
Similar phenomena have been observed be- 
fore in similar cases. One can never get 
people to move away from a mountain- 
ledge that ie known to be dangerous. Then 
the land-slide comes. One can never per- 
unde the young man not to skate over the 
air hole. Then comes the cracking of the 
ice and the fatal plunge under it. 

From the time of Noah on people have 
put in a good deal of their time warning 
other people that they were in danger, and 
especially with large masses of people these 
warnings have been much disregarded. The

SMOOTH SUMACH—"‘SPLENDID MISERY.” 
Description of the Nature Study 


Picture Given Free with To- . 
day’s “ Tribune.” 


17 Smooth Sumach (Rhus glabra), 
which is the subject of today’s nature 
: study in Tap Trisuns, is a shrub be- 
longing to the cashew family. The 
latter is closely related to the woody, 
aromatic plants, all being in possession of 
resin cells and an intra-staminal disk. It is 
well known to every boy in the middle and 
Western States, where it grows in profusion 
along the railroad tracks, in the mountains, 
and in dry, barren places. 

The Smooth Sumach grows from five to 
fifteen feet high, has straggling branches, 


| and is smooth throughout except the fruit, 


which is covered with fine, velvety crimson 
hairs. The leaves are compound, one or two 
or more feet in length, and are irregularly 
twice-pinnate, drooping gracefully from the 
branches, white beneath and green above. 
The edge of each leaflet is evenly and sharp- 
toothed. As to the flowers of the sumach, 
they appear in June and July, and are of 
five parts in general; they are polygamous, 
that is to say, pistillate, staminate, and per- 
fect flowers appear on the same or different 
plants. Cross fertilization ie carried on by 
bees, files, and butterflies. The juice of some 
species is decidedly poisonous. 

The flowers grow at the ends of the branch- 
es in dense pyramid-shaped clusters, and are 
of a greenish red color. Later they change 
into the vivid, red, velvety fruit; which 
brightens the landscape in September and 
October. The fruit is sour, and the berries 
make a cooling drink; also a red dye is made

| reigning Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar 
must no longer be re as the next 


heir to the Dutch crown. 
For during the recent illness of Queen 


N connection with the convalescence of the 
young Queen of the Netherlands it may 
be mentioned that from now on the 


that he had decided to waive his rights to tha 
succession of her throne owing to that clause 
of the Dutch constitution which stipulates 
that the ruler of Holland shall be sovereign 
| of no other country and shall renounce any 
other throne that he may happen to be oc- 
cupying at the time of his accession to the 
crown of the Netherlands. In one word, the 
Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar, one of the 
wealthiest royal personages in Europe, will 
under no circumstances give up his throne 
of Saxe-Weimar for that of Holland. Owing 
to this intimation on his part he must be 
considered as eliminated from the Dutch 
succession. 

Queen Wilhelmina’s next heir, therefore, 
is her cousin, Pricess Marie of Reuss, the 53- 
year-old wife of Prince Henry VII. of Reuss, 
and former Ambassadress of Germany at 
the Court of Vienna. She would in the event 
of the demise of Wilhelmina without issue 
ascend the Dutch throne as Queen Marie 
of the Netherlands, while her eldest son, 
now known as Prince Henry XXXII. of 
Reuss, a Lieuteant of the Imperial German 
Navy, would, ipso’ facto, become Prince of 
Orange, the title usually borne by the eldest 
son and heir of the Dutch sovereign. 

King Edward has given much satisfaction 
to his Roman Catholic subjects by asking 
Dr. Brindle, the Roman Catholic Bishop of 
Nottingham, to consecrate the colors which 
he, the King, is going to present to the new- 
ly formed regiment of Irish guards on May 
80. The majority of the men of the regiment 
are Roman Catholics. But until now it has 
always been divines of the established 
Church of England who have been asked to 
consecrate the colors of British regiments, 
and King Edward's action in asking a Ro- 
man Catholic Bishop to perform such a cere- 
mony is an altogether new departure and 
one illustrative of his liberalism and breadth 
in religious matters. 

Dr. Brindle is a popular prelate not alone 
with the people of his chureh but likewise 
with the army and the English public at 
large. For twenty-five years his name was 
borne on the British army lists as one of its 
chaplains, and during the various wars in 


so much courage that on the recommenda- 
tion of Lord Kitchener the late Queen Vic- 
toria conferred the distinguished service 
order upon him, while the Khedive—that is 
to say, a Mohammedan sovereign—made him 
a Knight Commander of the Medjidieh. The 
Bishop is persona gratissima at the court 
of the Vatican and a wram friend of Car- 
dinal Vaughan. 


The Bishop of Bath and Wells, who is to 
figure so prominently at the coronation, 
standing to the left of the throne of the King 
throughout the greater portion of the cere- 
mony, is not exactly noted for his good looks. 
In fact, he is rather homely. He is quite 
aware of the fact, however, and tells a good 
story in this connection at his own expense. 
It seems that one day as he was riding in 
an omnibus in London he was annoyed by 
the persistent staring of a workingman on 
the opposite seat. The man presently ad- 
dressed himself to him as follows: 

You're a parson, ain't you?’ 

Well, yes, that is 80.“

HE most industrious and productive 
| playwright in Chicago, and possibly 
| in the country, works ten hours a day 
| as watchman in a safety deposit vault. 

He must spend a good proportion of 
the remaining fourteen hours in the throes 
of dramatic composition, for within the last 
year he has submitted to one Chicago man- 
ager—Jaeob Litt—the typewritten manu- 
script of three plays, and there is no 
of how many others he may have ailowed 
other managers to consider. This watch- 
man-dramatist is a realist of the most 
modern school, devoting the entire first act 
of one of his masterpieces to a dialogue 
bet ween the crossing policeman at State and 
Madison streets, an all-night cabman, 

a number of other night hawks. It is, per- 
haps, needless to state that he has never 
had a play produced, nor, in fact, does he 
seem to harbor any particular ambition to 
see one of his productions on the stage. 
Like the true artist, he is content with the 
joys and raptures of composition, and after 
spending a considerable sum in having one 
of his plays neatly copied on the typewriter 
he walks into Mr. Litt's office and lays down 
the bulky manuscript, simply remarking 
as he does so that, of course, if this drama 
is ever produced it will have to be entirely 
rewritten.” 

Tue safety deposit watchman has plenty 
ot, company. It needa only a glance at the 
mail of any producing manager to discover 
that the number of aspiring playwrights 
is legion, and that they woo the muse under 
the ‘most discouraging conditions. Many of 
these letters would be intensely amusing if 


they were not so pathetic. As a sample, take 
the letter received last January from a 
young man in Elgin, in which town it would 
be uncharitable to mention one of the largest 
of the State institutions is located.

MAN CAUGHT BY TIDE HANGS 
ALL NIGHT TO FACE OF CLIFF. 


John Becker of Aberdeen, Wash., Has 
Perilous Experience on Rock Over- 
hanging the Pacific Ocean. 


Tacoma, Wash., May 20.—[Special]—John 
Becker, a merchant of Aberdeen, spent all 
of one night and part of the next day 


perched on a narrow ledge of a cliff over- 


hanging the Pacific Ocean, unable to move 
for fear of falling into the waves which

Becker was one of several men who had 
beén up to the Queets country and, returning, 


they took the route along the beach down.

Just to the north of the cliffs is a long 
tunnel yorn under the rocks and this short 
cut is usually taken. 

When Becker reached the enfrance to the 
tunnel he noticed that the tide was coming 
in, and before he reached the exit the water

He 
found a cleft in the rock large enough for 
him to stand upon. 

Night came on and his companions, who 
had gone on ahead, started back to find some 
trace of him.

GALOIS OFF COVE POINT 


North Atlantic Squadron Acts as E- 
cort for the Foreign Vessel—Pro- 
gram for Reception to Members of 
the Rochambeau Commission Is 
Complete—Salutes Will Be Followed 
by Formal Visits of Courtsey, When 
Party Will Proceed to Washington. 


Annapolis, Md., May 20.—[Special.]—All is 
in readiness for the reception tomorrow to 
‘the French battleship Gaulois and the com- 
mission which is to attend the unveiling of 
the Rochambeau statue. 

The Gaulois tonight is anchored off Cove 
Point, at the mouth of the Patuxent River, 
below Annapolis. 

Accompanying the Gaulois are the ships of 
the north Atlantic squadron, commanded by 
Rear Admiral Franeis Higginson. It con- 
sists of the cruiser Olympia. which is the flag- 
ship of the squadron, and the battleships 
Alabama and K 5 

The Gaulois will arrive just outside of An- 
napolis harbor between noon and 2 o'clock 
tomorrow. Annapolis will be the first stop 
this side of the ocean. The battleship In- 
diana, to be used for the summer practice 
cruise of the cadets, is here, and, with the 
squadron, will constitute the largest fleet of 


modern warships ever assembling in the 
harbor. 


No Elaborate Ceremonies. 

The visit of the Gaulois, unlike other for- 
eign ships visiting here, will not be the occa- 
sion for any particular ceremontes by the 
Naval Academy authorities, as all thia is left 
in the hands of the*State department. 

When the ship arrives tomorrow salutes 
will be exchanged with the academy shore 
battery and Superintendent Wainwright will 


make his official call upon the commission. 


The battalion of cadets and a detachment of 
marines and sailors will be turmed out when 
the commission returns the visit, which will 
be as soon thereafter as practicable. 

On Thursday the United States commis- 
sion will arrive and accompany the French 
commission to Washington to visit the Pres- 


ident, and on Friday the President will come 


to this city and return the call. A formal 
reception to the commission will be held on 
Friday if time permits. 


President’s Boat Arrives. 


The dispatch boat Dolphin has arrived here 
for the use of the President when he visits 
the Gaulois. Practically the same arrange~ 
ments have been made for the reception of 
the President as at his last visit on May 
2, when he delivered the diplomas to the 
graduating class. 

Saturday morning 250 sailors from the 
Gaulols and/190 American sailors from the 
ships of the fleet will be detached and will 
go to Washington to form part of the pa- 
rade and take, part in the unveiling cere- 
monies. 

The Reception committee is composed of 
Assistant Secretary of State Peirce, Com- 
mander Rogers, U. 8. N., and Colonel Bing- 
ham, U) S. A. This committee will escort 
the visitors to the Naval Academy and 
thence to Washington. 

Count on Way to Capital. 

New York, May 20.—The Count and 
Countess de Rochambeau and their party 
left New York today for Philadeiphfa, where 
they will remain for several hours. From 
Philadelphia the party will go to Washing- 
ton.

UPSETS FRENCH CABINET 


‘WALDECK-ROUSSEAU SAID TO IN- 
SIST ON RESIGNING. 


| Fact That Step Ie Announced While 


President Loubet Is in Russia Taken 
as Indication That Premier Intends 
Move to Be Final—Believes He Has 
Done His Full Duty and Is Entitled 
te Rest — Many Possibilities Are 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
PARIS, May 20.—Prime Minister Walieck- 
Rousseau considers that his program has 
been finished and has decided to resign be- 
fore June 1, in order to leave President 
Loubet free to select a Cabinet which will 
represent a majority of the new chamber, 
The Temps, in confirming the statement 
that Prime Minister Waldeck-Rousseau will 
retire from the Cabinet on June 1, gives as 
an additional reason the precarious condition 
of the Premier's health. 
It says M. Waldeck-Rousseau informed 
President Loubet of his intention to retire 
before the latter's departure for Russia. M. 
Waldeck-Rousseau's retirement will create 
a political situation unprecedented in thirty 
years. 


Much Comment Aroused. 


The semi-official announcement that M. 
Waldeck-Rousseau would resign as soon as 
Parliament reassembles on June 1, while not 
entirely unexpected, causes much comment 
in political circles here, and people are won« 
dering why the Premier waited until after 
President Loubet's departure for Russia to 
make public his decision. 

Some people think that President Loubet 
has been putting pressure upon M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau to prevent his abandoning his 
post, and that the latter has taken ad- 
vantage of the President's absence to take 
this step now, thus rendéring his decision 
irrevocable. People who usually are well in- 
formed say that M. Waldeck-Rousseau con- 
siders that he has fully accomplished the 
task which he undertook when he accepted 
office in the height of the Dreyfus agitation. 


Several Possible Successors. 


Politicians are already speculating con- 
cerning M. Waldeck-Rousseau's successor, 
and opinion is divided between the chences 
of Henri Brisson and Leon Bourgeois, who 
have both in the past filled the post of Prime.

GREAT BULL FIGHT ENDS FETE. 


Royal Festival in Madrid Reaches Popu- 
lar Climax with Unusual Dis- 
play of Brutality.

MADRID, May 20.—The Spanish fétes have 
virtually culminated today in a royal bull 
fight. There have been frequent exhibitions 
of this brutal and degrading sport during the 
last fortnight, but this was a show of un- 
exampled variety, illustrating the styles of 
baiting and killing bully by different persons 
and revealing picadores and matadores in 
costumes of unwonted picturesqueness. The 
fiercest bulls and the most agile artists of the 
arena had been reserved for this supreme 
occasion, and there was a vast concourse of 
spectators in gala dress, the women arrayed 
in the height of Spanish fashion, with their 
showiest mantillas of white or black lace. 

The King himself was present as a patron 
of the national sport, and a special guard 
formed a cordon for his protection. Every- 
thing was done to dignify the event, but, ex- 
cept when viewed through Spanish eyes, it 
was a horrible and a barbarous spectacle 
involving the torture of maddened bulls, 
the disemboweling of many horses, and a 
display of the morbid bloodthirstiness and 
evil passions of an immense throng of spec- 
tators. 

The Queen Regent had incurred much un- 
popularity by setting her face sternly against 
the brutal pastime as unworthy of a Chris- 
tian nation, but the King’s Ministers have 
evidently considered it necessary to intro- 
duce him to the bull arena as a Spaniard 
with a taste for the traditional recreation 
of the nation. Even a monarch of excep- 
tional strength of character would hesitate 
to expose himself to popular odium by offer- 
ing resistance to the inherited national pas- 
sion for the bloodshed of bulls and wretched 
hacks, and the youthful King has not been 
tempted to set up as a reformer of the bull 
ring at 16. 

The bull fight was followed tonight by a 
military function at the palace, which was 
witnessed by the Princes and special Am- 
bassadors. 

Tomorrow there will be a garden party a 
the palace, followed by a banquet for the 
Spanish authorities, and there will be events 
of minor importance on Friday and Satur- 
day. 

Public interest in the gala week has been 
well maintained from the outset, and the 
monarchy will probably be strengthened by 
its well-ordered series of functions and with 
the abundance of recreation for its light- 
hearted and volatile populace | 

Earlier in the day the King opened the 
exposition, which is in a backwardjstate, and 
then inaugurated the fétes in some of the 
public gardens.

Lamsdorff, the Minister of Foreign Affairs; 
the Marquis de Montebello, the French Am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg; the Grandduke 
Alexis, the High Admiral of Russia, and 
their brilliant suites. ee 

The Grandduke Alexis boarded the Mént- 
calm, and, after President Loubet had brief- 
ly reviewed the Russian fleet. he escorted the 
President on board the Alexandre, where 
the greetings exchanged between the Czar

The Czar awaited the President at the top 
of the ladder and grasped both his hands 
warmly.

NEW TRADE COMBINE IN AFRICA. 


Americans Said to Have Formed Syndi- 
cate for Development of West- 
ern Part. |

LONDON, May 20, 3 a. m.—Advices from 
west Africa report the formation of a 
combine to develop trade of that part of 
the world.

It is not proposed to register 
the syndicate in this country, and it will 
not be surprising therefore to hear com- 
plaints that more British ships have béen 
acquired by American interests. Manches- 
ter, which has a large trade with west 
Africa, is naturally much interested in the 
scheme and rumors are prevalent that the 
Manchester ship canal is to be utilized in 
furtherance of the project. British shippers 
are said to welcome this arrangement, which 
is designed chiefly to remedy the existing 
disproportions in the matter of freight rates 

to west Africa.

The Free 
State representatives are believed to be most 
opposed to the British conditions. Ex-Pres- 
ident Steyn, who leads the opposition, its 
more extreme than De Wet, o now ap- 
pears to be more pacific than formerly, but 
beth of them, with Wessels, Muller, Hert- 
zog, and Cellier, are against peace, They 
undoubtedly are strong and render the con- 
clusion of peace terms doubtful.

The present indications are that it will be 
the House bill, providing for a reduction of 
20 per cent of the tariff dues in both direc- 
tions, limited to Dec. 1, 1908, and without 
any reference to labor or immigration laws, 
retaining the tariff on refined sugar exactly’ 
as at present. Seventy-five per cent of the 
Republican Senators believe the reduction 
should be much greater than that passed by 
the House, bat they realize the necessity of 
a compromise, and a spirit of concession was 
manifested at the meeting of the Republic- 
ans today which indicates a good deal to 
those familiar with the inside machinery of 
the Senate. 

Senator McMillan proposed the familiar 
old rebate scheme, which proposes to pay 
back to the planters a definite sum of money, 
to be taken, of course, from the Treasury of 
the United States. This rebate scheme was 
thoroughly exploited in the House and con- 
demned by every tariff expert to whom it 
was submitted. The Senate Republicans to- 
day were unwilling to accept the rebate idea. 
They took the ground that the President, 
who manifestly knew more about the situa- 
tion than any one else, had committeed the 
party to the policy of reciprocity with Cuba, 
and hence Republicans were bound to fol- 
low out that policy and not run off at a tan- 
gent. 


Senator Spooner of Wiscomsin, who repre- 
sents the conservative beet sugar idea, sug- 
gested as a basis of compromise that if the 
Senate would not insist upon any larger 
reduction the beet sugar men probably 
would agree to the House bill for a 20 per 
cent cut without cutting off the differential 
on refined sugar and without imposing upon 
Cuba the unusual condition for a sovereign |

Senator McMillan, it is understood, has not 
entirely acceded’ to this compromise, and

The irresistible logic of the cOmmercial situa- 
tion probably will requtre Cuba toaccept any 
tariff reductions on sugar and tobacco offered 
by the United States, but there is no political 
necessity for any such subservience on the 
part of Cuba. 

There is an entrely mistaken idea that 
Cuba cannot make any treaty without the 
consent of the United States. Thereis noth- 
ing of thig kind in the Platt amendment. The 
government of Cuba is forbidden to enter 
into a treaty which will impair the inde- 
pendence of Cuba, but in other respects the 
republic of Cuba ts ae independent of the 
United States as any other foreign country. 
It can make a treaty of reciprocity with. 
Canada, or Mexico, or Brazil, or any other 
country, and leave the United States out in 
the cold, although to do so would require 
Cuba to off its nose to spite its face.

is a pleasure on Behalf of the people ot 

the-Untted States to bid you welcome on this 
hundredth anniversary of the beginning of 
organized home missionary work by the 
Presbyterian Church. In one sense, of- 
course, all fervent and earnest church work 
is a part of home missionary work. Every 
éarnest and zealous believer, every man or 
woman who is a doer of the word and not a 
hearer only; is. a. life-long missionary in his 
or her field of labor—a missionary by pre- 
cept, and by what is a thousand-fold more 
than precept, by practice. 
Every such believer exerts influence on 
those within reach, somewhat by word and 
infinitely more through the ceaseless yet 
well-nigh unseen pressure, all the stronger 
when ite exercise is unconscious, of example, 
of broad, loving, charitable neighborliness.

Progress in Last Century. 

“The century that has closed has seen 
the conquest of this continent by our peo- 
ple. To conquer a continent is rough work. 
All really great work is rough in the doing, 
though it may seem smooth enough to those 
who look back upon it, or who gaze upon 
it from afar. 

“ Thoroughness is an unavoidable part of 
the doing of the deed. We need display 
scant patience with those who, sitting at 
ease in their own homes, delight to exer- 
cise a querulous and censorious part of 
judgment upon their brethren, who, what- 
ever their. shortcomings, are doing strong 
men's work as they bring the light of civill- 
zation Into the world’s dark places. 

“The criticism of those who live softly, 
remote from the strife, is of little value; but 
it would de difficult to overestimate the 
value of the missionary work of those who 
go out to share the hardship, and, while 
sharing it, to wage war against the myriad 


we are to go forward and not backward they 
must be met by the forces of good.. 


and smilingly remarked: I am not going to 
verge upon theology or dogma. Then, re- 
suming, he said: We müst look to the 
church for setting the standard in morals 
and righteousness for the whole land. It 
must make itsélf felt, through the life work 
of its members, not merely on Sundays but 
on week days, and not only in this building 
‘but in their homes and business.

COURT ASKED TO DISSOLVE

Thomas Jacobs Asserts That Neither 
Counsel of Friends Nor Rabbi’s Rules 
Have Brought Him Domestic Peace. 


Thomas Jacobs got a valentine two years 
ago, and on that day his troubles began, he 
says, and have continued ever since. His val- 
entine was a wife. He was married to Miss 
Anna Smith on Feb. 14, 1900. Yesterday he 
appeared before Judge Tuthill to have the 
court undo the tangle caused by love's patron 


saint. 


I have never known a happy moment with 
my wife from the day I married her,” he 
assured the Judge. 

Not even the peace protocol signed at his 
father’s grave could restore harmony, says 
Jacobs. At the time of the funeral, the wit- 
nesses testified, mutual friends advised the 
couple to lock themselves up in a small room 
and stay there until they learned to love each 


other, but that plan was abandoned almost 


before it was begun. 

Then they appealed to a rabbi. He drew up 
a set of rules governing their lives. It was 
first stipulated that the first one to break the 
rules was to be considered to blame for the

Honor, thrice honor, to those who for 
three generations, during the period of this 
people’s great expansion, have seen that the 
force of the Mving truth expanded as the na- 
tion expanded. They bore the burden and 
heat of the day, they toiled obscurely and 
died unknown, that we might come into a glo- 
rious heritage. Let us prove the sincerity of 
our homage to their faith and their works 
by the way in which we manfully carry 
toward completion what under them was so 
well begun. , 


Shows Nation’s Righteousness. 

“Coming up here tonight I made up my 
mind to speak to you of the manifestations. 
of the spirit of national righteousness, of 
something that has taken place this day, and 
of something that has happened within ten 
days; of the action of this nation which cul- 
minated today in starting a new republic on 
its course. 

That has represented four years’ work 
blunderings and shortcomings in the work, of 
course; and there were men of little faith 
who only saw the shortcoming? and the 
blunders—but it represents work triumph- 
antly done. We have the right to feel proud 
that we have kept every pledge to the letter 
and established a new national precedent. 

1 don’t remember another such case 
and I have looked for one with care—a case 
where as the result of such a war the vic- 
torious nation has contented itself by start- 


of self-government. 


Work of Army in Cuba. 


“More anarchy and ruin would have been 
before the island if we had been satisfied 
with the victories of war and left its people 
to shift for themselves. For four years 
our representatives in the island have been 
representatives largely of thearmy. I some- 
times hear the army attacked, and I have

It's an admirable thing to have wealth 
if we use it right. Now, that sounds like 
preaching, but it’s only an expression of a 
political truism. We have spread in the last 
century over this whole continent, and as 
late as 1864 if you crossed the Mississippi 
you apparently went into a foreign land. 

** I do not think that we realize how a vital 
need was met in those days by the men who 
went out into that part of the land as mis- 
sionaries and pastors among small, strug- 
gling communities. The men who went out 
in that way gave by their efforts the spiritual 
life that was vital to the material and thus 
gave us the thrift that has made us the 
nation we ere.

SCORE CONCENTRATION CAMPS. 


Senators Bacon and Hoar Declare Phil- 
ippine Army Methods Similar to 
Those of Weyler. 


Washington, D. C., May 20.—The subject of 
the concentration of the inhabitants in the 
Philippines into camps was a leading topic 
of the discussion of the Philippine bill in the 
Senate today. Mr. Bacon of Georgia attacked 
the policy of concentration, likening it to the 
reconcentrado camps established by General 
Weyler in Cuba. 

Mr. Foraker of Ohio defended the action of 
the military authorities in establishing the 
camps in the Philippines as wise and proper 
and as a means of protecting friendly Fil- 
ipinos from assassination at the hands of 
roving banas of insurgents. He read a de- 
serſption of the camps to show they were 
really camps of instruction and sanitation. 

Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts spoke briefly in 
line with Mr. Bacon, criticising the concen- 
tration camps and pointing out the difficulty 
in getting army officers to testify regarding 
the situation. 

The day's debate was closed by Mr. Clapp 
of Minnesota, who urged that the Filipinos 
ought to be taught to admire and respect the 
United States as a nation which always had 
stood for liberty and progress and never had 
broken its word to any people, great or small.

The worthy poor are 
car or by the best medica! skill in Chicago, 
and always will be whether free 
exist or not, It must be the abuses of the 
privilege that have aroused the alumni of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons. Other- 
wise they can have no excuse for their action. 
The dispensary is one of the most splen- 
did charities in Chicago, but thatit is abused 
in a most shameful manner cannot be de- 
nied, Why, I have seen a woman take off 
diamond rings ang earrings, enter 4 dis- 
pensary, receive free treatment, and then put 
on her jewels again as soon as she leaves. I 
do not blame the alumni for objecting to such 
that, -but the good done by the 
jspensaries more than counteracts the

‘SCRUTINY FOR HEALTH ORDER. 


Sewer Builders and Plumbers Protest 
Against a Rule-Judiciary Com- 
mittee Will Investigate. 

Regulations of the Health department 
making mandatory provigion for the con- 
nection of houses with sewers were con- 
demned as arbitrary. unconstitutional, 
and in the interests of a monopoly before 
the Judiciary committee by sewer builders 
and plumbers. Sanitary Inspector Young 
defended the requirements as being neces- 
sary to health, but the committee decided 
to investigate: 

The Health department requires that all 
sewer connections be made with metal caps, 
It is claimed by the plumbers and sewer 
builders that only one device, patented, can 
be used for this work. ‘The householder 
pays 88 for this. Mr. Young admitted that 
until recently there was only one device, 
but says that there are now two others on 
the market. 

The fact that until recently there has been 
only one device which could be used led 
the committee to Delieve that an investi- 
gation shoyld be made. 


Uniform Rules fer Autos. 

Uniform rules to govern automobiles will 
de agreed on next Wednesday, when repre- 
sentatives of the city and the three Park 
boards will meet to devise some system of 
control. At present no speed rules, accord- 
ing to the city officials, are in force on West 
and North Gide boulevards, where the city 
cannot regulate drivers, and no license laws 
are in effect on any of the boulevards,

Pettitt of Ottawa made a strong plea in 
ka vor of more liberal ideas regarding news- 
papers and advertising before the. Illinois 
Medical society, which is in session here, 
with about 500 delegates in attendance, 

Dr. Pettitt said that while he Aid not ad- 
vocate doctors advertising their 
through the press he believed it the duty e 
every one to use the newspapers for the 
semination of current information on évery 
occasion. 

‘Dr. John T. M of Carbondale called 
the convention to er, and after an ad- 
dress of welcome by Mayor Steinbach it 
proceeded to the discussion of papers. 

The first paper of the day was by Dr. Pet- 
titt, under the title of “ at Should Be the 
Attitude of the Profession Towards the See- 
ular Press.“ 


Press a Potent Agent. 


Dr. Pettitt said in bart: Noe agency is 
more potent for good or evil than the news- 
paper, which each day reaches fully ninety 
per cent of reading public. By far the larger 
part of the public, especially busy people, 
get about all their general information from 
the newspaper. The newspaper is the only 
printed souree of information, for fully one. 
half of the reading public. It is the pur- 
veyor as well as the conveyar of informa- 
tion and the average editor Is actuated by. 
as praiseworthy motives in his field of 
activity as we are in ours. at 

“If the average newspaper medica] it 
is frequently ludicrous, is it the fault o 
the editor who does the best he can to get 
thig information, or of the physician, who 
through the wrong application of a correct 
principle in regarding all newspaper men- 
tien of himself or his profession as adver- 
tising, refuse to coOperate with the editor 
in giving the people what they want, and 
what they have a right to demand, through 
me only practical agency made available 


“Is it not a wrong application of a cor- 
rect principle when we make is unethical 
for a physicain to discuss medical topics 
in the secular press, or cast suspicion upon 
him because his name happens te appear in 
a newspaper column? This unreasonable 


criticism and censorship has been carried to 
an absurd extent. 


Public Naturally Misled. 

We deprecate the ignorance and duplic- 
ity of the public in being fleeced by quacks. 
dosing themselves with useless and injuri- 
ous patent nostrums, and rallying to the 
support of irrational medical fads. We com ; 
plain of the secular press for inserting pat- 
ent medicine and quack advertisements, for 
giving publicity to medical fads, for which 
they receive , and then refuse to avail 
ourselves of this same agency for the dis- 
semination of the truth, without money and 
without price, because of an unreasonable 
prejudice. There is nothing more useful and 


necessary than to remove ignorance and

Prospect of an Encampment Without 
Horses Causes Uneasiness Among 
First Cavalrymen. oe 


Prospects of going to the annual encamp- 
ment of the Illinois National Guard mounted 
on broomsticks instead of on their faithful 
chargers are causing the rank and file of the 
First Cavalry considerable uneasiness. 

The possibility that, owing to the deficit of 
almost $80,000 in the National Guard 
finances, troopers may have to leave their 
horses when they go to Springfield has cast 
a gloom over the glory of being a cavailry- 
man, and Colonel E. C. Young was besieged 
yesterday by members of his regiment who 
insist that they will not appear in camp with* 
out horses.

The greatest shock of 
the afternoon came when Dr. Riddle, one of 
the cheapest -of last year’s cheap selling 
class horses, all but romped in first before 
three popular animals that are regarded as 
sure to start for the Brookiyn Handicap, and 
that up to date have each had a following for 
that race. 

It added much to the impressiveness of Dr. 
Riddle’s performance that he covered the 
mile and a sixteenth distance, over the hill 


course, in 1:46, or a fourth of a second faster 


than the former track record. 

Somewhat less surprising than Dr. Riddle’s 
performance, but more disappointing to the 
racegoers who had hailed him as the best of 
his age, was the defeat of Clarence H. Mac- 
kay’s solt, Heno, in the race for the Pocan- 
tico Handicap. Since Heno beat W. C. Whit- 
ney’s Yankee last fall at Morris Park the 
partisans of the Mackay colt have claimed all

CANTILLON TELLS WHY HE QUIT 


Says Disagreement Over Salary and 
~ Censure for Managing Coast Baseball 
Trip Opened a Breach. 


Cincinnati, O., May 20.—[Special.]—A die- 
pute with Ban Johnson over salary and the 
latter’s objection to the tour of the star 
American leaguers through California last 
winter, were what caused Umpire Joseph 
Cantillon to switch to the National league, 
according to a signed statement given out 
here by the latter today. 

Cantillon says that when the American 
league was enlarged be was promised that his 
salary would be raised to equal that paid to 
the other first-class umpires. When the end 
of the season came Johnson, he claims, re- 
fused to allow hii the increase, which 
amounted to §300. Johnson, he says, became 
angered over the Western trip, which Can- 
Mon managed, and knocked it from the 
start.

of for several years past. When the State 
of Indiana appropriated $60,000 to remove 
certain obstructions in the river in Ilinois 
it blew out the dam at Momence and de- 
stroyed one of the finest fishing grounds in 
this section of the United States. 

Since then the fishermen have been resort- 
ing to points up and down the stream from 
Momence, where the banks are high. Here 
are found schools of gamy pike, pickerel, and 
bass, and the guides who know where to find 
them have much in store for Chicago fisher- 
men this year. Momence is but little over an 
hour’s ride out of Chicago and easy of access. 
Jim Robertson, the authority on bait for the 
Kankakee, is already making arrangements 
to serve the wants of the Izaak Waltons who 
are sure to turn up during the season. 

This region is noted for some of the most 
successful fishermen, hunters, and trappers 
of the middie West. Some of these men are 
still living, hale and hearty, in advanced 
years. Some of them have done nothing but 
hunt, fish, and trap during their whole lives, 
thereby gaining a livelihood. Dan Parmlee, 
who has a p in the bend of the river that 
he calls n,“ is one of the best known 
old-time hunters and trappers of the valley: 
Uncle Dan is 80 years old, and lives alone in 
an old-time log cabin, the outside and inside 
walls of which have stretched and dried 
more pelts, perhaps, than any other structure 
of the kind in Illinois.

Billy Allgood is another old-time hunter 
and trapper. He has had a more varied ca- 
reer than, perhaps, any of the others. All- 
good was born in Huntingdonshire, England, 
fifty-two miles from London, seventy-seven 
years ago, and of this age he has spent fifty- 
three in this country. He landed on the 
Kankakee, but found occasion to hunt and 
fish in Arkansas, to follow Jack Atkinson 
of St. Louis when that worthy went into 
Kansas exploring that country for coal. 
When the gold fever broke out in California 
Allgood started across the plains, and was 
atop of Pike's Peak before gold was discov- 
ered within its shadow. Later he fell in with 
Kit Carson, and was with the famed scout 
when he had his fight with Indians at Bitter 
Cottonwood. 

Another old-time trapper of the valley was 
E. W. Dryer, now dead. Dryer at one time 
brought into the office of O. M. Harlan, a 
Momence editor, three otters that weighed 
seventeen pounds each. Dryer is said to 
have possessed some secret in baiting traps 
that he never revealed. 

One of the most successful hook and line 
fishers of the Kankakee River is A. S. Vall, 
who owns a delightful retreat on the river 
called Vail’s. Mr. Vail is now 91 years old, 
but he is as successful in angling for base 
and pike as ever. ;

Richard Mansfield must, indeed, be a 
versatile person if all the anecdotes con- 
cerning him are based on fact. One of the 
best. of them, and one that seems to be char- 
acteristic of the man as we hear of him, 
has it that he was once engaged to write of 
and criticise the drama for a Boston news- 
paper. The publisher was a genial man with. 
a host of friends in the profession, and hard- 
ly a new company reached town that Mans- 
field was not asked to “ give a good notice 


to „Who is playing in or to 
“take care of Miss „ who has a small 
part in in the Theater.” As 


things fell out, not a single one of the friends 
whom the’ proprietor commended to Mans- 
field’s mercy was, in the latter’s estimation, 
a competent player, and Mansfield never 
went to the slightest pains to favor the man 
from whom he was drawing salary. This 
went on for the better part of a season. The 
critic Was occasionally called to task for 
having roasted one of the publisher’s 
friends in spite of the request for kindness; 
but he always took the ground that he could 
not conscientiously even have omitted men- 
tion of the particuiar player—that he or she, 
as the case might be, was generally sucha
